coming senatorial contest, and also j 
added that he would not be a candidate 
; to succeed himself in the House, 
j “When I have concluded the term for 
j which I was elected, ’ ’ said Representa¬ 
tive Smith, “I wifl have served ten 
i years in Congress, j It is a longer period 
than any other man ever served from 
the district, and I feel that 1 should 
I step out and allow some other man to 
have the place. I deeply appreciate 
the honor which has been conferred 
upon me, and the requests of my friends 
i with whom 1 have discussed the matter, 
that I again make the race. I have de- 
I cided, however, 
candidate." 

I It is expected that there will be a 
lively race for Mr. Smith's place in the 
1 House. The district Contains some 
pretty good congressional timber, and 
( 1 there will likely be five or six candi- 1 
dates to announce themselves at an

which his own mother would have 
failed to recognise, he walked to the 
gate. The gatekeeper saluted the In¬ 
spector and threw open the gate. 

Instead uf lying perdu. Vidocq next 
day swaggered through the-town. He 
bad hardly sat down to dinner In a 
tavern when a sergeant and four men 
came in search of him. Vidocq went up 
to the sergeant ami said. "If yon are 
looking for that aconndrel Vidocq. bide 
here In this closet, and the moment he 
enters I shall let yon know.” When 
the sergeant and bis mer. had parked 
themselves Into the closet Vidocq turn 
ed the key and shouting. “It is Vidocq 
himself who has locked yon in" - bolted. 

Three days Inter lie was locked up In 
a dungeon with a criminal called Oa- 
lendrin. who bad worked a hole half 
through the wall, which in three days, 
with Vldocq’s help, became an appar¬ 
ently practicable breach. Vidocq. hav¬ 
ing str1p|>ed himself stark naked, 
thrust his body half through the hole, 
which then gripped him like a trap. He 
was horribly lacerated an.l bad to 
shriek for the guards. A week later his 
trial came on. and. with eighteen oth¬ 
ers. he was taken to the court and 
waited there in an anteroom. The pris¬ 
oners were attended by two gendarmes 
within the anteroom, while without It 
was guarded by a corporal and a troop 
of soldiers. 

One of the two gendarmes, summon¬ 
ed Into the court, left his hat and 
cloak, which Vidocq donned, and. tak¬ 
ing another prisoner by the arm. be 
led him to the dour, which the corporal 
threw open. 

But Vidocq was never f^ee for long. 
He was flung Into prison on the charge 
of attempting to murder Franclne. who 
had stabbed beaseif iu despair of his 
love, but escape«l through,the careless¬ 
ness of the turnkey. Again flung Into 
a dungeon, whose walls were flve feet 
thick, he. with two other des|>«radoes 
dug down beneath them, only to find 
that they had broken Into the river 
Scarpe. which almost drowned them 
like rata. Nevertheless Vidocq later 
effected his escape by springing from 
tbe coach in which he was being con¬ 
veyed to another prison. 

These early adventures of Vidocq do 
not compare with his galley slave ex¬

Vidocq shone in still another charac 
ter-that of entertainer.

Legislature Called to Meet In Extraordinary 
Session January 12.-New Capitol Site. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Jan. 5.—As was ex¬ 
clusively announced in the 4 o'clock edi¬ 
tion of yesterday’s Times, Gov. Beck¬ 
ham has issued a call for an extra 
session of the General Assembly, to be 
convened Thursday. January 12.„ 

The session is called for the purpose 
solely of determining, whether the new 
Capitol shall be erected "upon the 
present Capitol site or upon some other 
site within or .contiguous to the city of 
Frankfort,” and. in event of the selec¬ 
tion of another site, “to make such 
provision as may be necessary to se¬ 
cure it.” The official proclamation fol¬ 
lows in full: 

Commonwealth of Kentucky, Execu¬ 
tive Department—As Governor of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, and exer¬ 
cising the authority vested in me bi¬ 
section 80 of the Constitution, 1, J. C. 
W. Beckham, do hereby call the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of the Comomnweaith of 
Kentucky to convene in extraordinary 
session in the city of Frankfort cm 
Thursday, the 12th day of January, 
1M 

It is apparent to all who are acquaint¬ 
ed with tne situation that the present 
capitol site Is inadequate and unsuited as 
a place for the new capitol building, and 
it is evident that to build upon the pre¬ 
sent site would entail a large expense 
upon the State in the loss of the pre¬ 
sent buildings and the great cost of 
providing other quarters lor the de¬ 
partments of the State Government 
during the time of construction of the 
new building, and also the cost and risk 
of the removal and preservation of all 
the records and archives of the State. 

I therefore deem it expedient and 
wise that the General Assembly should 
be called ‘together in extraordinary 
session and I designate for its sole con¬ 
sideration, when it shall meet on the 
aforesaid date, the question as to 
whether or not the new capitol build¬ 
ing, provided for by an act of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly at its regular session in 
1904. shall be erected upon the present 
capitol site or upon some other site 
within or contiguous to the city of i 
Frankfort, and in the event that the 
General Assembly should deem it best 
that some other site should be selected, 
then to make such provisions as may be. 
necessary to secure it'. 

In testimony whereof I have hereun¬ 
to set my hand and caused the great 
seal of tne Commonwealth to be here¬ 
unto affixed. Done at Frankfort, this 
4th day of January. 1905, and in the 
113th year of the Commonwealth.

I»r. Wiley, chief chemist of the de¬ 
partment of agriculture, who aroused 
so much discussion by bis statement 
that K> per <ent of nil whisky sold iu 
the l ulled States was "doctored." now 
declares that treated with l*orux and 
boracic acid, food is detrimental to 
health. He has reached this condu 
alon after loug continued investigation 
with the aid of twelve young assist¬ 
ants. popularly known as his ••poison 
squad." These men. Inmates of the 
government boarding house, were fed 
alternately on untreated and preserved 
foods, with results very strongly 'in fa 
vor of the food in its natural state. 
After eating chemically treated f«*t>d 
for fifty day* at a-stretch the "squad” 
showed- derangement of functions, 
causing flntuience. bleared eyes, con¬ 
tinuous dull headaches arid incapacity 
for brain work. 

The department of agriculture, act¬ 
ing U|toti the Information just gained, 
has ordered that after Jan. 2 next ail 
food products imported Into the-Unit¬ 
ed States must ubow upon their labels 
what preservatives. If any. are used In 
their preparation other than the uc- 
oepted "cures"—salt, sugar, vinegar 
und wood smoke. The department does 
not contemplate the exclusion of chem¬ 
ically treated foods, hut it insists that 
every one lias the right to know what 
he Is eating. If he likes preserved 
food It Is uo business of the govern¬ 
ment to restrain him from gratifying 
his desires, hut If he prefers Ids fo «d 
untreated he should be protected 
against having the doctored food 
thrust u(m>d him In disguise. 

The famous "embalmed beef Inquiry" 
after the S|»anlsh' venf brought to the 
attention of the public what had n>f 
been generally known—that borax in 
Its* various forms was largely used In 
the preservation of meats. Experts 
who testified at the Inquiry were di¬ 
vided In opinion as to whether of not 
the use of borax was Injurious, and 
the question failed of settlement at 
that time. It would seem that I»r 
Wiley’s experiments had resolved tl e 
doubt I»r. Wiley asserts that be has 
conducted his Investigation as a seek¬ 
er after truth, with do theories to 
snlsitantlste or pre*-once!ved notions to 
support, and so far as known bis re¬ 
searches were conducted under fair 
conditions :
